WASHINGTON. Dec. 26.—As a di­ 
rect re.sult of Tuesday night’.s disas­ 
trous fire at the White House, a 
, strong demand developed in congress 
today for the erection of a new, and 
totally divorced executive office. 
Reps. Fred A. Britten (R) of IlLs.. 
and Royal S. John.son <R* of South 
Dakota, were among the leaders in 
the movement for a separate building 
for the pre.sidenlial office staff, and 
they were joined by a number of other 
prominent Republican members. 
Seek New Building. 
, 
It appeared that the Chri.simas Eve 
fire which ruined the west wing ol 
the White Houi^e had given a real im- 
, petus to the proposal that a new 
structure, located adjacent to, but 
apart from the main dwelling of the 
presidential family, be built. The hol- 
iday.s had taken many members of 
congress back to their homes, but 
! those w ho could be reached concurred 
in the idea that Number 1600 Penn- 
; sylvania Avenue should be a,4*esidence 
! only. 
pVesident Hoover viewed all this dis­ 
cussion meanwhile without comment. 
For the next three or four days he 
will u.se the Lincoln study, one re­ 
moved from the end room of the up­ 
per floor in the east wing, as an of­ 
fice. 
In the end room he plans to 
lodge hi.s personal stenographers and 
clerks. 
I'se Other Quarters. 
George Akerson. .secretary to the 
prc.sident. will hold forth in the cor­ 
ridor, using the Lincoln cabinet table 
! as a desk. 
Walter Newton and Law­ 
rence Richey, the other two secretar­ 
ies. temporarily will use the two rooms 
opposite. 
Col. U. S. Grant, superintendent ol 
public buildings and grounds, said 
from 60 to 90 day.s would be consumed 
in repairing the damaged west wing. 
He and his subordinates promi.sed an 
accurate estimate of the cost by noon 
today . 
The first of next week. Mr. Hoover 
will move into the office of General 
John J. Per.shing—a little used suite— 
m the state and war department, 
just across the street. 
A readjustment of office space will 
p('rmit the more neces.sary of hi.s staff 
to follow him. 
In the meantime, the 
basement floor of the executive office 
was being dried out to permit occup­ 
ancy by the general .staff.

Nov. 20.- A small, 
canvaiis covered, pocket edition of the 
New' Testament, belonging to Deputy 
Sheriff R. S. Anderson of Butler, is, in 
the officer'.s opinion, the most pre­ 
cious book in the whole wide world. 
There's a reason. 
It .saved hi.s life. 
Anderson, who 
fought 
with the 
twenty-eighth division “over there,” 
and his comrades were advancing on 
the Germans in Sergv wood in France 
on July 28. 1918. 
The Germans were plainly visible 
as Anderson and hi.s fellows advanced 
still nearer with the intention of en­ 
gaging the enemy in hand to hand 
combat. 
Suddenly “Andv.” as he Is 
familiarly known in Butler, felt a 
stinging sensation in his hip. 
Never- 
thless, he continued onward until at 
last he was forced to fall out. 
Not many hours later he awoke in 
an army hospital, when he learned he 
had been shot through the hip. 
A 
nurse showed him his pocket testa­ 
ment. which, to Anderson’s surprise, 
had been pierced by a bullet. 
Al­ 
though badly mutilated, the te.sta- 
- ment had prevented the bullet from 
j reaching its intended mark, and by 
doing .so had doubtless saved its own­ 
er’s life,

One glance over Die kindergarten- 
primary exhibits for ihe slate convec­ 
tion at Arthur McGill .school, corner 
. of Norwotxl avenue and Albert street, 
i.^ enough to convince anyone that 
' children of this city, between the ages 
of 4 and 7 are doing some excellent 
work. 
Diiefrciit from the usual sclicol ex­ 
hibits but perfect in miniature, are 
these displays. 
The work dene by 
kindergarten children of Arthur Mc­ 
Gill. Rose avenue. Oak street, Lm- 
colii-Garfield. West Side and High­ 
land schools along with work done 
' by the 1st, 2nd and 3rd grade students 
'of all the city schools, are on display 
in the two large and light kindergar­ 
ten rooms of Arthur McGill .school. 
Of all the kindergartens in the city, 
' Arthur McGill has the oldest, it be­ 
ing started in 1923. 
VV’alking through these rooms, one 
c struck by the pronounced art and 
capacity lor careful detail tnat is 
shown by these small pupils in their 
v.xrk. 
On a .•'inall table are wooden bead 
necklaces. 
These beads were strung, 
by the children, on shoe strings. Miss 
M. Kate Stockman, instructor of Ar­ 
thur McGill kindergarien and chair­ 
man ol the kindergarten-primary dis­ 
play, .says that when the children first 
start to kindergarten, they string the 
beads any sort of way, but they .soon 
begin to show some system and in a 
short lime they make really beautiful 
arrangements 
out 
of 
the 
wooden 
beads. 


Posters, toys, books, charts, game; 
and cut-out pictures comprise some 
cl the work lo keep the children busy 
and happy. Even a sand-pile is there, 
with toy animals of iill kinds frolick­ 
ing in the sand. 
We hear a lot about the senior high 
school band and the United States 
Alarine band, but the Arthur McGill 
kindergarten has one all its own and 
seme real musicians. The instrument- 
are in miniature—a small drum, small 
cornet and fife, all nicely proportion­ 
ed to the small players. 
On a wall ot one of the rooms is 
another odd exhibit. 
Toys, made by 
student teachers at Slippery Rock 
State Teacher’s college, for the u.^^e 
of children in kindergartens. 
A fat 
Humpty Dumpty, a striped and wild 
looking zebra, a good natured ele­ 
phant. a stuffed pussy cat. everything 
most delightful. 
In front of a cheery lireplace arc 
several

The.se are 
used by children during re.st periods. 
It is all a veritable fairyland, where 
cliildren can be contented and happy 
wl ile learning the sj’stem of .study­ 
ing. 
Walking among the .'^rnall chains, 
looking at small tables, the writer fell 
a.s Gulliver must have felt when walk­ 
ing through Lilliput. or as Alice in 
W'onderland after she had ate a piece 
of the enlarging cake. 
It is a perfect exhibit and i- one of 
the most interesting of the P. S. E. A.
